STATUTORY PSKALTY CLAUSE: "Aqy person who engages in a strike against the 

Government of the United States or who is a meeber of an organisation of 
Government employees that asserts the right to strike against tha Government 
of tha United States ••• and accepts eaployment tha salary or wages for which 
are paid from any appropriation contained in this Act shall be guilty of a 
feloqy and* upon conviction* shall be fined not more than $1*000 or l^rieoned , 
for not more than one year* or both: Provided further* that tha above penalty 
clausa shall be in addition to* and not in substitution for* any other provi- __ . 
sions of existing law." 
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
